Sugar is Coming Down in Price on the

out foundation. This statement is made 
on the authority of Chief of Police Farlv 
and prominent detectives of this city. 
It is a well-known fact that Pine was 
seriously ill at Minneapolis at the time of 
the robbery. 
This story probably grew out of the fact 
that Pine is here under arrest for swindling 
a hotel man in Kansas City out of $16 000 
on a bogus mining deal. Pine is now lying 
at the point of death from enlargement of 
the spleen.

The President Traveling Through the 
Forests of Virginia. 
D eer Park (Md.), September 24th.— 
President Harrison and Senator Henry

The tableaux illustrated 
national events from the time of Columbus 
to date, and were designed especially to 
show the progress of woman. The author 
and manager was Cora Scott Pond of Bos­ 
ton. Mrs. Livermore was the lecturer. 
Isabelle Beecher Hooker personated Mrs. 
Stowe. 
The Duty on Lead Ores. 
A lbuquerque (N. M.), September 24th. 
-A special from Deming savs that at a 
meeting of the miners, mine owners and 
business men of that city and vicinity a 
strong resolution was adopted urging the 
free importation of lead ore into the United 
States trom Mexico, aud emphatically stat­ 
ing that the import duty on lead ores 
would cripple the smelting interests and 
drive Mexico to adopt retaliatory measures 
to the detriment of the commercial rela­ 
tions with that Republic. The meeting 
was non partisan, and was well attended 
by Republicans as well as Democrats.

N ew York, September 24th.—SidneyS. 
Landeshut, alias E.igerton, has caused a 
sensation here by charging the Deputy 
Sheriff" who arrested him with accepting á 
bribe of $50 to keep the news of his arrest 
out of the paper. The deputy admits that 
he took the $50. but claims that it was 
paid to him by Edgerton for running 
around town with him so that he might 
get the money with which lie might settle 
and get out of his scraoe. The papers here 
are now teeming with fragmentary bits of 
Landeshui’s career. 
Scare in a Shoe Shop. 
E lmira (N. Y.). September 24th.—Three 
hundred employes of the Richardson Shoe 
Factory were thrown into a panic this 
morning, by an explosion of gas in the 
basement. Eng’m er Pierson and a fore­ 


man were very seriously injured. The ex­ 
plosion shook the entire building and blew 
out all the glass. Over one hundreds girls 
escaped by the fire-escapes or jumped from 
the windows to the roofs of adjoining 
buildings. Aside from minor bruises none 
of them were injured. 
Arid Lands. 
Chicago, September 24th.—Major Powell, 
Chief of the Geological Survey, who has 
been in attendance on the Senatorial com­ 
mittee which is investigating irrigation in 
the West, is in the city.

It is possible the fragments 
came from a dissecting table.

ELECTION IN FRANCE. 
The Republicans Have Strengthened 
Their Position. 
P aris, September 24th.—The Govern­ 
ment claims a moral victory, whatever the 
event of ballotage, in the fact that the elec­ 
tion passed off’ quietly. It appears that 
2,800 voters for Boulanger in Montmartre 
were not counted in the general result Sun­ 
day, this number of ballots having borne, 
in addition to “George Ernest Boulanger,” 
the words “martyr of the Republic.” An 
unknown number of Rochefort's ballots 
were thrown out on the same ground, 
those of both candidates being burned by 
the returning officers to prevent mistakes. 
The affair of Sunday seems to have proved 
one thing at least, and that is that a mob 
can never again take possession of Pans 
unless the Government in power is in sym­ 
pathy with it. 
The new Chamber will probably consist 
of 370 Republicans and 214 Opposition. 
The Republicans believe they will more 
than hold their former position in the re­ 
ballots. 
The Boulangists polled 192 000 votes in 
Paris, against 244,070 recorded far Boulan­ 
ger in January. 
Counting the destroyed voting papers, 
the Boulangists polled 300,000 votes in the 
Seine district, against their opponents' 220,­ 
000, but the Republicans show an increase 
of 97,066 com oared with the vote in Janu- 
•v.The result of the elections made a favor­ 
able impression upon the Bourse, and 
prices remained firm throughout the day. 
Jules Ferry is defeated by a narrow ma­ 
jority. His brother Albert is elected for 
the adjacent seat. M. Clovis Hugues is de­ 
feated. 
All the Paris journals except La Cocarde 
admit the Republicans have placed them­ 
selves more firmly in their position. The 
foreign press thinks the Government has 
secured an undoubted victory. 
GENERALLY SATISFIED. 
P a r is , September 24’li.—The Republican 
journals rejoice over the result of the elec­ 
tions and say the second ballots will only 
add to the success of the Republicans. 
They regret the defeat of Ferry, and ex­ 
press the hope that his absence from the 
Chamber will be only temporary. 
The Ilejml'lii/ue Francatse says: The 
country has elected a Government majority 
and shown that it is tired of former divis­ 
ions, and desires the Chamber to attend to 
the national interests to the exclusion of 
the problems which have caused dissen­ 
sions. 
The Journal des Debats has no great con­ 
fidence in the wisdom of the new majority. 
The Monarchial and Boulangist journals 
express their disappointment at the result, 
and say they hope the second ballots will 
strengthen the position of the opposition.

Measures o r Retaliation by China Against 
Am erica. 
New Y'ork, September 24th.—A dispatch 
from Shanghai, received yesterday, says; 
The action of the United States in forbid­ 
ding Chinese immigration is having its 
inevitable result, and the Government is 
meditating measures of retaliation. Ac­ 
cording to telegrams from Peking the Em­ 
peror and his Privy Council are now delib­ 
erating upon a memorial demanding the 
expulsion from the country of all Ameri­ 
cans in Chinese employ. Not only is this 
drastic step in contemplation "against 
Americans who occupy subordinate posi­ 
tions, but tire re is a strong agitation in 
favor of greater restrictions upon the pres­ 
ence of American merchants and mission­ 
aries in the treaty ports. 


BURIED ALIVE. 
Rescue Yesterday of One of the Quebec 
Landslide Victims. 
Q u e b e c , September 24th.—The laborers 
at the rnins caused by the recent landslide 
heard a slight moan under a heap of wreck­ 
age. Digging vigorously they soon reached 
Joseph Kemp. When extracted, Kemp, 
who is 72 years of age, was still able to speak, 
after having been buried 108 hours. Stim­ 
ulants were administered and hopes are en­ 
tertained that Kemp will recover. 8hortly 
after Kemp was taken out the corpse of 
Mrs. O’Dowd, aged 72 years, was recovered, 
badly mutilated. 
The Coroner's inquest into the cause of 
the death of the forty-eight victims opened 
this morning. 
VOLCANO OF COLIMA. 
Spasmodic Eruptions Occur a Dozen 
Time» Every Day. 
City of M exico, September 24th —Ste­ 
phen Heaton, an American railroad con­ 
tractor, has been an eye-witness to the late 
eruption of the volcano of Colima. The 
volcano crater is 12,000 feet above the sea- 
level, and very active. Spasmodic erup­ 
tions occur ten or twelve times a day, fol­ 
lowed by reports similar to that from artil­ 
lery. A few days before the earthquake 
of last month the volcano vomited a dense 
black smoke that hung over the country 
for miles around. The phenomenon lasted 
several days and was accompanied by 
showers of red-hot ashes. 


GLADSTONE. 
He Says the Political Outlook is Bright 
for the Liberals. 
London, September 23d.—Gladstone, re­ 
plying to an address of the depatation of 
Liberals, said the issue of the dock labor­ 
ers’ strike was pregnant with hone for the 
future of labor in England. He asserted 
the political outlook was very favorable 
for the Liberals. He denounced Balfour’s 
letter, saying the question of the founda­ 
tion of the endowment for the proposed 
Irish Catholic University ever had been 
considered by the Government as the 
shabbiest part of a shabby proceeding. 


THE CZAR’S PERIL. 
An Explosion Intended to Kill the Ruler 
of Russia. 
LoNDON.Sepiemher 24th.—A story reaches 
here from St. Petersburg, on wbat appears 
to be creditable authority, that just previous 
to the Czar’s departure for Copenhagen, a 
chest of dynamite was exploded at the 
Peterhof Station, which was badly wrecked, 
and a signalman killed. It is believed it 
was intended for the explosion to occur 
when the Czar passed through the station 
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on his way to the traiu, but by some mis­ 
calculation it occurred earlier. 
Volcmrk* Eruptions. 
City ok M exico, September 24th. An 
American railroad contractor now in this 
city from Colima, tells of recent eruptions 
of the volcano at Colima, wlv'-e crater is 
twelve thousand feet above the »ea level 
It is very active, throwing up intermit- 
ently a column of smoke and red-hot ashes 
several times a day. A few davs before 
the earthquake last month the' volcano 
bounded torth a dense black smoke, that 
hung over the country for miles around. 
It is uot known whether any lava is being 
thrown out, as a large amount of red-hot 
ashes surrounding the volcano makes an 
investigation impossible. 
Another Missing Man Found. 
^ London, September 24'h.—The ¿¡tar savs 
Rev. Burfield, who recently disappeared :n 
a mysterious manner, sailed August 29th 
for Montreal, booked under the name of 
Wilson. Burfield ostensibly started for 
Ireltmd to deliver an address in favor of 
the Government and in ooposition to the 
agitation in favor cf home rule, and it was* 
believed by many he met with foul play in 
that country. 
Boulanger ami Count Dillon. 
P a r is , September 24th.—All the mem­ 
bers of the Cabinet have returned to Paris. 
The new Chamber will be summoned to 
meet in November. It is estimated the 
supporters of the Government will com­ 
prise 300 Moderate Republicans and 65 
members of the Left. The Chamber is cer­ 
tain to annul the election of Boulanger 
and Conni Dillon. 
English Grain Trade.

CHANGING F RONT. 


There is, in the position of the Governor 
of Georgia, gratifying hope for a better 
future for the rights of the negro in the 
South. 
That official has issued a procla­ 
mation offering a large reward for the 
arrest and conviction of the scoundrels 
who set upon and beat certain negroes for 
no better reason than that they attempted 
to assert their rights as citizens at the 
polls. 
The Atlanta Constitution warmly 
approves the action of the Governor. In 
this connection it is notable that the Leg­ 
islature of Georgia, from which there has 
been no reason to expect any sympathy 
with the blacks in their character as citi" 
sens, has passed resolutions denouncing 
the outrages against the negroes and de­ 
claring that they must cease, and that the 
law that secures to them their rights as 
electors must be respected and enforced. 
N ot long since certain church delegates 
from the South, 
who were traveling 
through Southern States to reach a church 
conference to be held in Indiana, were as­ 
saulted and beaten by gangs of .white men, 
simply and only liecause the delegates 
were colored men, and assumed to accept 
representative positions in a religious body. 
This offense was so glaring that one of the 
most pronounced negro-haters, the St. 
Louis Iicp\iblic, could not stomach it. and 
lifted its voice in a protest that is really 
surprising for its vigor and evidences of a 
quickened conscience. There is not a 
Democratic newspaper to-day in the city 
of New Orleans, says the Inlcr-Ocean, that 
is not hotiy protesting that this thing of 
bulldozing negroes must cease, the papers 
being moved thereto by the horrible cru­ 
elties 
practiced 
upon 
the blacks in 
the parishes of Lafayette, New 
Ibra 
and St. Martins. The Times-Democrat of 
New Orlerns, which has not heretofore 
been credited with courage to face the 
white sentiment of the South and denounce 
the wrongs of the negro, now says of the 
Lafayette assaults: 
Thine* have been coin? from bad to worse 
th ere for some tim e. 
First cam e th e interfer­ 
en ce w ith the m unicipal e le c tio n -a p litical 
crim e, but - fortunately 
w ithout bloodshed. 
T h en , as the regulators becom e bolder and be­ 
lieved they held all the power in th eir own 
h ands, cam e the attack on the Lafayette jail 
an d the lynching of a p riso n er; finally comes 
th is last tragedy, w hich claim s three victim s al­ 
ready and may dem and more. 
* 
* 
* 
The 
S tate is fortunate in having in Ju d ie Edw ards 
a Judec who has show n the greatest firmness 
and determ ination in dealing w ith crim inals 
an d w ho has refused to recognize the regula­ 
tors as authorized to suspend the law, enforce 
p riv ate vengeance, and w hip, shoot or k id as 
they see tit. 
It would have been better for La­ 
fayette aud Louisiana had 
this conspiracy 
against the laws been crushed a t its very birth. 
I t can and m ust be crushed now. 
From these and other evidences of like 
character there is reason to believe that 
the thinking people of the South have ar­ 
rived at the conclusion that the shortest 
and best road to a solution of the “negro 
question” is to respect the rights of that 
class of voters, punish offenders against 
them precisely as those are punished who 
-offend against whites, and generally to en­ 
force and uphold all laws of the nation 
that secure to the colored citizen his rights. 
If this assumption is sound, then the peo­ 
ple of the South have reached a wise con­ 
clusion, and will, precisely in proportion 
as they adhere to the new policy, find the 
people of the republic at large in sym­ 
pathy with them in any wise efforts to 
settle the vexed issue of the political rela­ 
tions of the whites and the blacks in the 
southern section of our common countrv. 


B o u l a n g e r 's trium ph in the recent 
French elections was a 
hollow affair, 
F rance has proved that, with all the dis­ 
contented she ha* to deal w ith, her people 
a re not ready to abandon the anchor of the 
Republic and drift with ISoulanger into 
Bourboni-m, imperialism or anarchy, in 
which directions his craft is from tim e to 
tim e beaded. 
In the new Chamber the 
Republicans will have more than 360 votes 
and the united opj>osition less than 200. 
T h is is a defeat frotn which the discon­ 
ten ts can scarcely rally. 
The Government 
has really received a vote of confidence 
larger than was expected, for in France 
th e Republic is still upon trial, and it has 
not been anticipated that the Roy ai is Is 
■and all the other opponents of representa­ 
tiv e forms will yield their opposition and 
•beetunc the champions of the infant Gov 
■eminent. 
Boulanger and his ambitious 
liav e really split the Radical party, and it 
is now, to all intents and purposes, found 
in two contending camps. 
The Reaction­ 
ists have all along united and worked to­ 
gether harmoniously, being composed of 
Im perialists and Monarchists, and for a 
tiu ie they were in coalition with the Op­ 
portunists. 
But the latter union could not 
possibly last long; in fact, it was severed 
six months ago, with no hope of renewal. 
T h ere are three great parties in the Cham­ 
ber, any two of which in union can con. 
trol France, 
But it happens that there 
can be no perm anent coalition between 
them th at can be m aintained longer than 
th e tim e necessary to take a vote. So soon 


as they achieve a voting trium ph they fall 
out about the division of power. 
Each 
distrusts the other, and there is a total 
lack of confidence in the promises of one 
to the other—all which is fortunate for the 
Government party. 
It is not surprising, 
therefore, th at the people of France are 
ashamed of the spectacle th eir representa­ 
tive assembly presents whenever it endeav­ 
ors to carry out a political programme in 
oppostion to the Government and President 
Carnot. 
I t is probable th at Frenchmen 
who are sincere friends of a republican 
form of government will have to suffer 
such hum iliation some tim e longer. 
But 
if they are patient and faithful to the 
cause of liberty, its eventual trinm ph will 
be such as to elim inate utterly the ene­ 
mies of the Republic from the whole 
scheme of government, leaving it on a 
basis of permanency, and the people to di­ 
vide only upon questions of policy in ad­ 
m inistration. 


T h e Albany (N. Y.) Journal replies to 
Bishop Fowler on the Chinese question, 
declaring th at America was never intended 
to be “a hum an cesspool,” a rendesvouz for 
the wicked as well as a rest for the weary. 
I t is of the opinion th at a State composed 
of the rabble from all lands will sooner or 
later turn government into mob rule, and 
it adds, evidently with conviction weigh­ 
ing upon its so u l: 
If this trem endous experim ent in repablic&n 
governm ent is to be a success, we m ust have a 
people intelligent, honest, deeply im bued w ith 
a sense of the duties of citizenship, filled w ith 
th e spirit ot our institutions, and homogeneous. 
Every foreigner who comes here m ust be m ade 
over iuto an Am erican w iih the qualities m en­ 
tioned above. 
He m ust becom e one w ith us, or 
his presence is a m enace. It is evident th at 
aliens who cannot be assim ilated for genera­ 
tions, if indeed they are ever fully assim ilated, 
are a constant source of danger. Instead of be­ 
ing a part of the delicate m achinery, they are 
the grains of sand th a t some day w ill stop it. 
This is doctrine from a leading journal 
of the East th at was not heard a dozen 
years ago, when th at whole section was 
exclaiming, th a t if th e w hite man could 
not sustain him self in a contest of industry 
w ith the heathen, then the former ought 
to go to the wall. 
But the paper from 
which we quote takes the position now, 
th a t has been held by California for more 
than twenty years, th at this G overnm ent 
was projected upon an Anglo-Saxon basis 
and in consonance 
w ith 
Anglo-Saxon 
ideas, and th at the only spirit fitted to 
“run” it is the Anglo-Saxon spirit. 
The 
Chinese are not even Caucasians; 
to ail 
th at goes to make up our civilization they 
are antagonistic, they are out of tune w ith 
the American idea and 
am bition. 
In 
neither language, custom, belief, laws nor 
progressive spirit, are they in harm ony with 
us; it was therefore n o ta “dastardly and dis­ 
gusting business,” as Bishop Fowler puts 
it, to say to them “you are not of us, and 
cannot be, and it is therefore better for you 
and for us th a t we live apart.” 
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4L0NG THE PACIFIC COAST. 


W h e n we held a world’s fair in 1876— 
for our Centennial Exposition was nothing 
less—we pushed it to the front to induce 
immigration, for one thing. 
W e then 
said to th e world of men, “ See w hat a 
great nation we have grown to be. 
I t is 
the resu lt of our natural advantages, and 
here are the products and here the exam ­ 
ples of our industry. Come now and dwell 
w ith us, occupy our vacant lands, and help 
us to conquer the wilds.” 
T hat was th ir­ 
teen years ago. Since then the thought 
and the desiie of the nation have changed. 
Now we are pretty much of one mind that 
we are no longer in need of great im m igra­ 
tion, and we are strongly disposed to re­ 
strict it and choose whom we will have to 
sit at our hearthstones. 
If we hold a 
world’s fair in 1892, therefore, it will be 
for a very distinctly different purpose. 
O ur exclam ation to the world will then 
be, “ See w hat a m ighty nation we have 
grown to be. 
W e have over sixty m ill­ 
ions of people. 
We are practically able 
to live w ithin ourselves. 
The continent 
yields ail we can or ought to desire. 
W e 
demand now recognition among the great­ 
est of commercial nations. 
W e have to 
sell to you more than we need to buy of 
you. T he least of our needs is men and 
women— what we most want is trade. 
H ere are examples of what we produce 
from the soil and what we fashion by skill. 
Come and compare your products and in­ 
dustries w ith ours, and may the best 
take the crown of laurel and the bay.”

S a n F r a n c isc o . September 24th.—Tom­ 
my W arren of California and Frank M ur­ 
phy, E ngland’s champion feather-weight, 
batted at the California A thletic Club- 
rooms to a finish this evening for a $1,500 
purse, 
F ive-ouD ce gloves w ere used. 
U nusual interest has been taken in this 
fight, and quite an am ount of money was 
placed on it, W arren being a alight favor­ 
ite, owing to M urphy’s reported lack of 
work to get in readiness. The victor is to 
be matched against the A ustralian M ur­ 
phy, thereby deciding the world's cham pi­ 
onship in this class. The Directors of the 
club were particularly careful in arranging 
the prelim inaries, owing to rum ors as to 
its genuineness. 
H iram Cook was the 
referee. 
W arren was in the finest possible shape, 
and was seconded by John Donaldson and 
Paddy Gorman. H is weight was 1174 
pounds. 
M urphy weighed 119 pounds. H e did 
not appear in the same tine condition as 
when he met bis nam esake from Australia. 
His seconds were Patsy Hogan and M artin 
Murphy. 
Tim e was called at 9:15 o’clock. 
R ound 1—After a m om ent's cautions 
sparring, W arren led with his right, but 
wa9 cleverly stopped by M urphy. H e tried 
again but got another on the m outh. Just 
before the call ot tim e W arren got in a 
good one on the Englishm an's jaw. The 
round closed with honors easy. 
Round 2—M urphy got in a good one 
on W arren’s wind, which he repeated a 
mom ent later. Both were cautious, how­ 
ever. The round closed uneventful. 
Round 3—M urphy seemed 
confident 
and started to push matters. 
H e m et with 
little success though, the Californian reach­ 
ing him with both hands. Toward the 
close of the round some good work was 
done, neither appearing to have the ad­ 
vantage. 
Round 
4—Both men fought for the 
body, in which the Englishm an had a 
shade the better of it. 
Round 5—W arren led, but was heavily 
upper cut on the m outh. M urphy fol­ 
lowed up his advantage and drove W arren 
around the ring, adm inistering heavy pun­ 
ishm ent with but little return. 
Round 6—But little damage was done on 
either side. 
Round 7—W arren seemed to awake, and 
made things very lively for M urphy’s jaw 
and body. 
Rounds 8 and 9—Warren remained on 
the defensive, evidently makiDg a waiting 
fight. Up to this time neither m an showed 
any sign of punishm ent. 
Round 10—It was give and take. 
W ar­ 
ren’s left eye looked sere, from M urphy’s 
repeated upper cuts. 
Round 11—Both went to work with a 
will, and some hard fighting occurred. 
M urphy kept right at his m an and seemed 
inclined to embrace him . A t the end of 
the round things looked m uch in favor of 
the Englishman. 
Rounds 12, 13 and 14—Both m en kept 
well at work. At the end of the last round 
M urpby showed a bad eye. while W arren 
was bleeding slightly from the m onth. 
Rounds 15 to 19—They were all in favor 
of M urphy, who still kept stabbing and 
uppercutting W arren. 
W arren, however, 
kept at M urphy’s ribs. 
N either m an 
showed any signs of tiring. 
Rounds 20 to 24—They fought at a rapid 
gait, M urphy landing often on W arren’s 
face and body, but doing little damage. At 
the close of the round W arren seemed to 
be the stronger of the two. 
Rounds 25 to 28—W arren, finding M ur­ 
phy’s blows lacking strength, kept pushing 
matters and now appeared a decided favor­ 
ite. 
R und 29—W arren was 
still 
pushiug 
matters. 
Round 30—W arren ket close at his man, 
following him to the ropes. 
H e landed 
heavily on M urphy’s jaw, alm ost knocking 
him o u t M urphy clinched, however, and 
kept his 
head forward, taking 
severe 
punishm ent. Time saved him . 
Round 31—M urphy came up and hit 
fresher, yet very groggy. H e rallied to­ 
ward the end of the round, and on the call 
of tim e seemed to have alm ost recovered. 
Round 32 to 36—Both were fighting verv 
strong, w ith prospects of a long fight. 
Both men were verv cautious. 
Round 37 to 40—Murphy pushed the 
fighting, landing frequently on Tomm y's 
face. 
His blows, however.'seemed to lack 
steam. 
W arren contenting him self by 
w aitiD g for a s w in g , which he tried several 
times w ithout success. 
Round 41 to 46—W ithout a feature. The 
men have now been fighting three hom s 
without a prospect of a finish. 
Round 47 to 58—The men stood at long 
range watching each other w ithout ex­ 
changing a blow. M urphy woke up in the 
last round and some good fighting occurred, 
neither had the advantage. 
Rounds 59 to 63—More posing and sizing 
of each other at a distance. At the begin­ 
ning of the frith lound the referee an ­ 
nounced that the m en had signed to give a 
satisfactory fight to a finish, aDd if they 
did not do this they would not receive a 
cent. 
This w arning did not seem to m ake any 
impression on the fighters, who still con­ 
tinued their watching of each other at a 
long distance, w ithout striking a single 
blow. 
At a late hour they were still posing.

DISASTROUS FIRK. 


Three Thousand Sheep Perish tn the 
Flames—Many Cattle Lost. 
S a r t a 
A n a September 2 4 th .—Distan 


about twenty miles the m ountains east of 
Santa Ana are on fire to-night. The fire 
originated in Santiago canyon, in a sheep- 
herder’s camp, and as the wind was blow­ 
ing a gale from off the desert, the m oun­ 
tains were soon red with angry flames. 
About 50,000 sacks of barley, thrashed and 
unthrashed, on the San Joaquin ranch in­ 
vites the flames from the surrounding hill­ 
tops. 
Tom Owens, who has several thousand 
sacks of barley near the foothills, had an 
insurance policy of $5,000 on his grain. 
The policy expired to day and the com­ 
pany’s agent refuses to renew it. The 
probabilities are he will lose the entire 
crop. 
Three thousand sheep are reported over­ 
taken and perished in the flames. Several 
hnndred cattle in Upper Santiago are dead 
and dying from the effects of the heat and 
smoke. The old San Joaquin ranch and 
all thehuildiDgs were in m om entary danger 
this evening when a shift of the w’ind sent 
the crackling flames to the north and east 
of all the inprovem ents. So far $10,000 
will not cover damages done to pasturage 
alone, and the probabilities are now that 
thousands of sacks of grain on the San 
Joaquin ranch will be consumed before 
morning.

In yesterday's R bcoRD-Um on there ap­ 
peared the following: “At a late hour on 
Sunday night a citizen was accosted up 
town by an excited individual who said he 
was looking for a police officer to go to a 
a residence in the vicinity of Eighteenth 
and L streets, where a man was ‘clubbing 
his wife to death,’ ” etc. 
A member of the police force on yesterday 
accosted a reporter in regard to the item, 
and stated that as the m atter had leaked 
out he would give a version of the affair, 
w hich is exceedingly different from w hat 
was supposed to be the state of facts. 
Last Snnday evening Captain K archer 
was stopped on the street by an excited in­ 
dividual (a street-car driver), who, between 
breaths, told him to come in all haste to a 
house up on N ineteenth street, between L 
and M, that a m an was beating a woman 
frightfully. H e had heard the blows struck 
and also the groans of thesuffering woman, 
but in a short tim e afterwards there ap­ 
peared to be such quiet that he believed a 
m urder had been committed, the woman 
being beaten w ith such force that she at 
last m ost have Mfccumbed and either lay 
unconscious or died from the effects. H e 
did not see the affair, but being a neighbor 
and living in the same block, he heard it 
all. 
It was near m idnight when Captain 
K archer was told the thrilling story, and 
thinking som ething at least in the wife 
beating line m ust have happened he sum ­ 
m oned officer Ash and the two were hast­ 
ily driven in a hack to the house in which 
all the trouble was reported to have oc­ 
curred. The cottage was occupied by a 
young couple, evidently not long married, 
and was situated on N ineteenth street, be­ 
tween L and H. 
The hack stopped in front of the door, 
and just as the officers were about to go 
into the yard they m et officer Frazee in­ 
side. 
“ Its all right,” said Frazee, “ they’ve 
made up again, I guess.” 
“T hat won’t suit me,” said Captain K ar­ 
cher; “ I w ant to find out all about this 
thing.” 
Thereupon the Captain and officers went 
around to the kitchen door and knocked. 
In a short time both man and wife came to 
the door and opened it. One of them held 
a lamp. 
“ W hat’s all this trouble about ?” asked 
Captain Karcher. 
“Nothing,” replied the wife. 
“ D idn’ty o u r husband beat you?” was 
the next question. 
"No. on the contrary,” answered the 
woman, “I ’licked’ him .’ ” 
The countenances of the officers, which 
had up to this tim e borne a serious air, 
were suddenly transformed, and a broad 
grin was substituted. The Captain, who 
was quite determined upon his arrival, be­ 
came somewhat amused, and said: 
“ Well, if there isn’t anything in this 
affair, you folks had better pay $2 for the 
hack we had to use in coming out bere.” 
T he little woman turned to her husband 
and in the sweetest 
of 
voices asked: 
“Dearie, have you got $2 ?” 
H e replied, however, “Not a nickel.” 
It was finally agreed, however, that the 
hack driver could come around next day 
and they would then pay him for his 
services. 
The officers, who were standing quite 
near and within “listening” distance, broke 
out with a laugh as the Captain was about 
to conclude his interview. Their voices 
were overheard and the woman, turning 
on the Captain, again exclaimed : “I think 
those men have nothing to laugh about.” 
“Oh, they’re not officers,” said the Cap­ 
tain; “police officers have too m uch sense 
to laugh at such things.”

T h eir D estru ction . 
Governor W aterm an received the follow­ 
ing dispatch

Governor Penroyer of Oregon : 
S alem (Or.). Septem ber 23,1889. 
To Governor K. IF. Waterman, Sacramento: I 
forw ard the following dispatch from Brigadier- 
G eneral Miles. 
Inasm uch as the m atter com ­ 
plained of m uch is w ithiu the jurisdiction of 
California, w ill you please take steps to correct 
the abuse ? 
L 'n kvii.le, Septem ber 21. 1889 (via A shland, 
Oregon).—L ieutenant Allred M. Faller. Second 
Cavalry, reports as follows : T hat the K lam ath 
River Im provem ent Company have built a dam 
across the K lam ath river, at Mainstce, Siskiyou 
county, Caliiom ia, four m iles from Ager Station, 
w ithout providing a fishw ay; th a t fifteen or 
tw enty |>eople are em ployed night and day 
taking large quantities of salm on and destroy­ 
ing thousands of others ; th at the river is fairly 
f 
iolluted w ith dead fish—all in violation of the 
aw. There is m uch indignation am ong the 
people in th at part of California and Oregon, 
and needed m easures should be taken to stop 
the lawless acts and to have a fishway con­ 
structed that w ill al.ow the m illions of salmon 
to pass up this im portant river, as this is the 
season th at they m ust go up to deposit the 
spawn. (Signed),

The 
policemen 
have decided not to 
strike. 
It is going to be "a fight to a finish,” as 
officer Farrell put it, and they will wait 
until the Suprem e Court says they can 
have their salaries. 
The officers gathered in force yesterday 
afternoon at the City H all and held a 
liyely meeting. 
Officer Farrell called the 
meeting to order shortly after 4 o'clock, 
and stated that he hoped the difficulty 
would be settled before adjournm ent. 
Officer Lowell rose and made a motion 
to the effect that there should be no strike, 
but instead, that they stand in together 
and fight for their salaries to the last. 
“ We’ve stood it for six m onths already,” 
he said, “and I think we can hold out a 
little longer.” 
Officer Coffey had an am endm ent to 
offer. H e said he thought the Trustees 
were trying to do som ething for the of­ 
ficers, and it m ight be a good idea to wait 
and see w hat they did at their next meet­ 
ing. H is am endm ent was that they should 
adjourn until next Monday afternoon. 
Lowell thought this a wise am endm ent, 
and withdrew his motion in favor of it. 
Before the m atter was put to a vote City 
A ttorney Church, by request, addressed the 
peace guardians. Nobody, he said, de­ 
plored the present condition of affairs more 
than he, but at the same tim e he did not 
see what could be done for the officers u n ­ 
til after the Supreme Court had passed 
upon the case. It was too late now to with­ 
draw the appeal, aud evei^if it were w ith­ 
drawn and the salaries paid, serious com­ 
plications would surely follow. 
It would 
cause a shortage in the city’s funds, for 
which the Trustees would be personally 
liable. The Trustees, he said, were not 
averse to paying the salaries, but they 
wanted to ao it in a proper and legal m an­ 
ner. “If I were a police officer at this 
tim e,” said Mr. Church in conclusion, 
“I would not resign, but would con­ 
tinue 
right 
aloDg until the Supreme 
Court sets the case 
right. 
There will 
be no obstacles thrown in the way of 
getting the m atter to an early hearing, so 
you w on't have to wait so very much 
longer." 
The officers applauded vigorouslj at the 
conclusion of Mr. Church’s remarks, and 
were of the unanim ous opinion that his 
advice was sound. 
Officer Snook thought that they should 
retain Judge Blanchard as their attorney 
when the m atter goes before the Supreme 
Court. That attorney had rendered good 
service in the Superior Court and was thor­ 
oughly fam iliar with the case. 
Snook 
then moved that a comm ittee of three be 
appointed by the Chair to wait upon Jndge 
Blanchard and make the necessary arrange­ 
ments with him . 
The motion was carried, and Chairman 
Farrell appointed officers Franks, Coffey 
and H arris npon the committee. 
It was announced by the Chairman that 
arrangements were being made to get the 
case helore tbe Supreme Court next month, 
when it will be sitting in San Francisco. 
If this could not be accomplished though, 
the m atter would surely get a hearing dur­ 
ing the November sitting of the Court in 
this city. 
Sergeant Rowland brought the meeting 
to a close with the most eloquent oration 
ot the day. H is speech was brief, very 
brief, but it had a telling effect, and was 
cheered to the echo by his enthusiastic 
comrades. Following is the speech in full: 
“I moves we adjourn.”

S acram en to H a» T w o o f T h em , and C hi­ 
ca g o W ou ld b e Sati»fied W ith O ne. 
W hen Cronin was murdered in Chicago 
some m onths ago, carted off and dumped 
into a man-hole, there was an excitement 
throughout the Union. It was the sensa­ 
tion of the hour, and im m ediately the 
Clan-na-Gael, an Irish Order, was blamed 
for the m urder. 
Woodruff, an Oakland boy, played no 
sm all part in the affair, and notw ithstand­ 
ing the fact that he proved him self to be 
the greatest falsifier that has lived since 
the days of Falstaff, the detectives secured 
enough from, his contradictory statements 
to locate w hat is thought to be the true 
m urderers. 
W hile Burke and others are in durance 
vile and the Court at Chicago is wasting 
weeks in a vain endeavor to secure a jury, 
the detectives are on the track of other sus­ 
pects. One J. J. Hefferuan, a mem ber of 
the Clan-na-Gael, and a friend of Burke, 
Desmond and others, has been vainly 
sought for, and at last they have located 
him in Sacramento. 
The Chicago detectives and Chief of Po­ 
lice Lee have been in comm unication for 
weeks by wire and mail, and at last it 
burst upon the town ihat Sacramento con­ 
tained two of the Cronin suspects. 
One 
was J. J. Heffernan, the polite and scien­ 
tific handler of a yard stick in Hale Broth­ 
ers’ establishm ent; the other J. J. Heffer­ 
nan, the artist at the railroad shops, and 
who, erstwhile, has been m aking signs in 
the establishment of Clay Chipman. 
At the dead hour of night were these two 
unsuspecting gentlemen routed from tlieir 
beds, thoroughly examined as to marks, 
catechised as to age and nativity, required 
to give a history of their past lives, and 
asked if they belonged to the Clan-na-Gael. 
Both of the men were born in the little 
green isle, their ages, sizes and complexion 
tallied, they both were single men, so was 
the suspect, and when they claimed they 
could prove an alibi, they were asked to do 
so. 
Things looked very snspicious, but no 
one doubted for an instant that they were 
on the square. 
All the employes in 
Hales' store, especially one young lady, 
was willing to swear that J. J. had been in 
his place behind the counter every day, 
and on the unlucky Friday when Dr. 
Cronin was murdered in the Carlson Cot­ 
tage, he was out riding in the evening with 
his best girl. 
The other J. J. had but little trouble in 
proving an alibi to the officers, and so they 
telegraphed to llie Chicago detectives. The 
latter are not satisfied and have telegraphed 
on for their pictures. 
Hale Bros.’ store has had a monopoly of 
the city trade for the past few days, every 
man, woman and child in the city desiring 
lo see one of the “Cronin suspects!” He was 
on the second fioor looking after orders in 
the country order departm ent, but the m an­ 
agement brought him down stairs and 
placed hint behind the dress goods coun­ 
ter, where all day yesterday he kept four 
cash boys dancing attendance. 
It was amusing to hear the ladies as they 
left the store rem ark, “ Did you ev er!. ’ 
“ W hy, he don't look a bit like that kind of 
a m an.” “ Dear me, you can't trust anyone 
any more, especially a m an.” 
“ Poor Dr. 
Cronin,” etc.

If the success of a performance 
is to be judged by the enjoyment it gives to 
an audience, then Miss Alather’s Juliet is 
one of the most m arked successes of the 
day. It won her recalls last night after 
every scene and act 
There is an under­ 
lying power and an informing spirit in

that invest her delicate 
personality 
with 
intellectual 
charm s 
that eclipse her beauty and m ake the 
artist predom inant, superior to the indi­ 
vidual, blessed though it is with all the 
rom antic beauty that Shakespeare reveals 
to Romeo. She does not create new features 
in Juliet, but she emphasizes all the fam il­ 
iar ones with delicate and refined touches, 
and an abandon of manifestations of love 
that makes the portraiture complete. In 
the utterance of extreme emotion she is 
that trille meihodical in gesture and pose— 
notably in the 
famous 
soliloquy—that 
smacks of studying tor effect, but in the 
love scenes she is the Juliet Shakespeare 
created. 
As a whole, it was a strong, re­ 
fined, intelligent performance, full of sou! 
and feeling, and entitles the lady to the 
position she holds in the front rank. 
Her 
support was good, with the exception 
taken to Mr. 
Welles' 
Romeo in the 
last set, which lacked the simulation ot 
that agony cf soul that m ust be supposed 
to have torn the hero when the news 
reached him of the death of his bride. In 
the company is J. B. Studley, an actor of 
leading and loeg established character, and 


Mr. Evtingi* one of the pioneers of modern 
art. There was wholly new “ business” in 
the last scene that departed completely 
from the conventional, in that the scene 
was w ithin instead of w ithont the tomb, 
Juliet beiDg discovered upon her bier, and 
Romeo breaking in from outside the gates.

EU R O PE AROUSED. 


I t is A fraid th a t U ncle Sain W ill G et 
A w ay W ith Its T rad e. 
N ew Y o rk , September 24th.—A special 
fioin W ashington says the State D epart­ 
m ent is receiving just now from onr repre­ 
sentatives in Europe a great many interest­ 
ing extracts from European journals, ex­ 
pressing alarm over the effect upon Euro­ 
pean trade ot the coming conference of 
American nations. 
Some of them are alm ost hysterical in 
their appeals to South American republics 
to distrust our advances and continue to 
trade in Europe. 
Lc Temps of Paris, has been publishing a 
series oi articles expressing the gravest 
fears as to the consequences of the Con­ 
gress. T hat paper urges the English and 
French m erchants to make every effort to 
induce Hispano-Americauos to adhere to 
their ancient systems. 
La Epoca, of Madrid, has also been pub­ 
lishing vigorous com m ents on the Con­ 
gress. 
One of the latest communications re­ 
ceived at the State Departm ent is from 
M inister Graut, dated August 8, 1889. It is 
a loug article from the Vienna Treindcn- 
blalt, the organ of the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs of Austria-H ungary. It says: 
‘'T h e U nited States G overnm ent has in ­ 
vited all th e G overnm ents of the New 
W orld to take part in a Congress to be held 
in W ashington under the w atchw ord of 
U nited A m erica, and especially Am erica 
u n ited against Europe. 
U niform weights, 
m easures and coinage are to be introduced, 
a C ourt o f A rbitration appointed to settle 
disputes 
betw een 
A m erican States, en­ 
croachm ent of European States in connec­ 
tio n w ith A m erican affairs to be jo in tly op­ 
posed, and, th e m ost im portant of all, a 
u n ifo rm tariff rate of custom s duties is to 
be established. 
“ I f these ports should be closed to us by 
tariff rates os high as those of th e U nited 
States, a large part of our w orkm en an d a 
still larger part o f G erm an, F rench and 
E n g lish laboring m en w ould be in danger 
o f losing their em ploym ent. 
It w ould be 
a serious less to E urope if the politicians 
o f W ashington should succeed in u n itin g 
th e w hole A m erican continent, no t in a 
single free territory, bu t in a territory su r­ 
rounded by in surm ountable custom s b ar­ 
riers.” 
A V ienna paper goes on to say th a t th e 
S tates to th e South of th e U nited States 
are not likely to su b m it to th e w ishes of 
th e m illionaires o f th e U nion. 
It follows 
u p th is statem en t by giving them advice 
as to w here they should sell th eir raw m a­ 
terial an d buy th eir finished products, and 
urges them n ot to attem p t to change th eir 
present E uropean trade routes, for fear the 
A m ericans w ill take u n d u e advantage of 
th em . 
T he com m ents of the papers in three of 
th e principal capitals of E urope are not 
th e only ones th at could be quoted, but 
they are enough to show th at th e com m er­ 
cial interests of E urope are w aking u p to 
th e im portance o f th is Congress, aud are 
attem p tin g by all m eans, fair and unfair, 
to prejudice it th ro u g h o u t all E uropean 
countries. 


ARM Y O FFIC ER S K IC K IN G . 


T h ey D on't Uike th e Id e a of A ppointing 
C ivilians, 
W ash in g to n , Septem ber 24th.—Secretary 
P ro cto r is hearing a good deal of talk ju st 
a t present. 
It com es largely from arm y 
officers who are candidates for th e vacant 
B rigadier-G eneralship resulting from the 
com ing vacancies in staff positions. 
B ut 
tw o officials will be retired, but there are a 
ho st of applications. 
T he resigning of­ 
ficers are Colonel A m os B eckw ith, of the 
S ubsistence 
D epartm ent, 
and 
Captain 
C harles H . H oyt, of th e Q uarterm aster’s 
D epartm ent, th e form er retiring on O ctober 
4th and the latter on Septem ber 30th. 
B e­ 
sides these, there is also an o th er vacancy 
th a t has been left unfilled since the retire­ 
m en t of W illiam W . B urns, of th e Sub­ 
sistence D epartm ent, on Septem ber 1st, be­ 
cause it was th en thought best to wait and 
fill all three a t once. 
T hese retirem ents necessitate 
th e ap­ 
p o in tm en t of tw o Com m issioners of S ub­ 
sistence w ith th e rank ot C aptain, and one 
A ssistant Q uarterm aster w ith the sam e 
ran k . 
It is ordinarily supposed th at such 
vacancies shall be filled by the prom otion 
from th e line of th e arm y, and of coarse 
service m en declare th at they should be so 
filled. 
B ut th e belief is grow ing th a t Sec­ 
retary Proctor and the President intend to 
tak e advantage of th e law passed during 
A rth u r’s A dm inistration, w hich provided 
th a t such appointm ents m ight be m ade 
from civil 1 i ie. 
T he law was passed by 
Congress w ithout m uch opposition, and in 
fact w ith b u t little notice. 
Soon after its 
passage P resident A rth u r appointed H enry 
J . H aim -w orth, a brother-in-law , to be a 
C aptain in the Q uarterm aster's 
depart­ 
m ent. 
President Cleveland, how ever, re­ 
fused to use his opportunity in this direc­ 
tion, and insisted ou tilling all vacancies in 
these departm ents from the arm y, arguing 
th at, in his opinion, appointm ents should 
be m ade by prom otion w ith regards for 
service in the arm y. 
it- s n o w said th a t th e law is to be re­ 
vived. and officers are feeling pretty blue 
over th e prospect. 
S taff appointm ents are 
regarded as capital prizes by them , and if 
th e appointing pow ers should decide to 
w iden the field of outside patronage bv 
availing them selves of th e old law, of 
course the chances for prom otion beyond 
the siow routine of line retirem ents and 
o eain will be m aterially lessened.

A d v ertisem en t for th e ir C o n stru ctio n — 
Som e O bjection. 
W ashington, 
Septem ber 24th.— R ead­ 
vertisem ents have been issued by th e N avy 
D epartm ent inviting proposals for the con­ 
struction of three cruisers for the navy of 
about 2,000 tons displacem ent each. T he 
bidders m ust subm it separate bids for each 
vessel. 
To th is som e shipbuilding firm s entered 
objection on th e ground th a t if allow ed to 
bid in b u lk for the three cruisers, they 
could afford to m ake 
proposals m uch 
sm aller th an the aggregate of separate bids. 
Secretary Tracy believed the exceptions 
well taken, and to day issued a m odification 
of the form eradvertisem ent, allow ing bids 
for tw o or th ree vessels in b u lk to be sub­ 
m itted.

CA PTU RED AT 
LAST. 


T he M en W ho H eld Up th e D enver and 
R io G ran d e in C ustody. 
S a l t L ak e, September 24th.—On August 
6th the Rio Grande and W estern train was 
held up near Thom pson's Springs, Utah, 
and the passengers relieved of their money 
and other valuables. Charles Curtis anil 
Jam es R um rill were arrested early in Sep­ 
tem ber for the crim e and are now in the 
penitentiary aw aiting the action of the 
Grand Jury. 
It now appears that they are not the 
guilty parties, but that E iw ard Dayton and 
Jam es E. Dayton, brothers, are the men 
who perpetrated the bold crime. Both of 
the Daytons came to this city after the 
train-robbery, and subsequently went to 
Ogden. About two weeks ago one of them 
held up the cashier of a gambling hall as 
he was leaving the place with a bag of 
money, about 2 o’clock in the morning. 
Dayton pointed a loaded gun at the cash­ 
ier’s head and ordered him to deliver, 
which the cashier prom ptly did. Dayton 
then ran and several m en tried to stop him, 
the last one getting a shot through the leg 
for his interference. 
Dayton escaped the 
officers. 
Dayton’s accomplice was also arrested, 
and he said that some of the booty was in 
a valise underneath a bridge near Ogden. 
A revolver and some sticks of giant pow­ 
der were found. 
The two prisoners were 
closely watched while on bail, and from 
rem arks dropped by them it was learned 
that they bad concealed some property in 
the m ountains near Montrose, Colorado, 
and by careful m aneuvering the precise lo­ 
cation was ascertained. 
Officers went to 
the spot and found watches and other 
property taken from the Rio Grande and 
Western passengers, and which have been 
identified. 
This 
makes the 
chain 
of evidence 
against the Daytons alm ost complete, and 
there is no doubt that Curtis and Rum rill 
will be released and the Daytons held for 
the charge. 
Deputy United States Mar­ 
shal Pratt and Sheriff Belknap of Weber 
county will claim the $1.000 reward offered 
by the Rio Grande and W estern Railway 
Company.
